Cook county’s penurious policy toward its 
ingane and helplese wards yesterday washell 
up as responsible for most of the suffering 
in the county institutions at Dunning. 

The county’s economy in the matte® of 
providing larger quarters for the increasing 
number of inmates of the institutions has 
resulted in the placing of scores of feebia 
men end women on rough palletes on the 
floors of the various wards. For the careof 
nearly 4,000 adults, of whom 2,016 are insalié 
and more than 800 are patients inethe come 
sumptive hospital, only five physicians are 
provided.

The death of Gustave Petper, a union presse 
man, at the asylum, which was the subjesd 
of an investigation « few days ago, Was €x= 
plained In a new and surprising mannan 
Peiper contracted pneumonia while sleeping 
on one of the improvised “beds” on the 
floor, and it was this disease, according te 
the coroner's jury, which caused his Gesth, 
The jury, however, did net know that the 
victim had been sleeping on the floor.

It already has been proposed 
that a return be made to the mortgage system 
which. in thie state has been supplanted by 
the truest deed, but this suggestion has met 
with tremendous opposition. Investors are 
enabled to Keep their investments secret un- 
der the trust deed plan, and the brokers are | 
inclined to propose nothing that will offend 
investors.

The first principle for the beginner in embroidery to follow is the se- 
lection of.simple and appropriate designs. Elaborate and complicated de- 


‘signs inyolye time and trouble, and especially is this true if the embroidery 


is intended for fine. material. To the worker who has little knowledge of 
embroidery the following articles are necessary: small, sharp scissors, 
poitited bone stiletto, thimble, sewing needles, crewel needles, . numbers 
six and eight, emery and a set of small, medium and large hoops. For 
those who prefer to work without hoops, as many Swedish and French 
workers do, white oil cloth, heavy paper or leather will be found satisfac- 


ee 3 Ee tory. Have a piece which can be handled comfortably. For the finer 


nary sewing needle is used, as the long-eyed, so-called embroidery needle 
is.apt to split the material, and leave a little row of holes that sometimes 
cause the embroidered article to wear out quickly after being laundered. 


. "Whether the material. is placed in a loop or basted on the oil cloth, paper or 
_ >> * leather, be sure the thread of the material is laid perfectly straight. This 


is a most important point. The thread or grain must not be allowed to 
wander zigzag from one edge of the hoop to the other, for after the work 


is completed the piece will look imperfect, and no amount of pulling will 


make the’ em even. 

For French underiaid embroidery, two or three threads of French 
darning cotton are used in filling, and sometimes in working large designs 
the entire strand is used. Do.not knot any threads, Begin the work from 
upper part of the hoop, and take one or two short stitches in center of petal 
to fasten thread. Fill petals or leaves in long, loose stitches lengthwise of 


- form. If they curve considerably, take smaller stitches between to round 


with the curve. Use more filling in the center than toward the edges. 
Begin. a petal close to the center, or a leaf close to the stem, and work in 
smooth, even stitch, crosswise, either straight or slanting, as one prefers. 
Work up and down in hoop in preference to working over and over from 
upper side of frame. If one desires that high polish seen in French work, 
it is obtained by rubbing the embroidery very firmly with the stiletto before 
removing the hoop. 

In embroidering scallops itis preferable to work them in the hand, 
although an excellent scallop can be made in the hoop, but it is tighter, and 
requires a more experienced hand. The outer edge-of the scallop is run 
evenly with a thread to keep the form and prevent fraying after the work 
has been cut out. For. small scallops a single chain stitch through the 
center will be sufficient filling, but as this requires a great deal of time in 
working a large edge, these are done by couching several strands of the 
darning cotton or any heavy cotton through the center. Care must be 
taken to keep the scallop a good shape. This is done by holding the ma- 
terial directly in front of one, and not sidewise. | 

The Kensington-stitch, better known as the stem stitch, is usually em- 
ployed for all single stems or lines, although in many designs which have 
long, sweeping lines, such as scrolls, etc., a feather stitch is very effective, 
especially if used on scarfs, table covers, and cushions. 


French knots, eyelets and seed stitches (which are tiny disconnected - 


back stitches, and are considered extremely chic) are often employed in 
roses, lilies and flowers having large, plain spaces, when only the outer 
edges are worked solid, » They are also used for one side of leaves which 
are divided in center, the other side béing worked long or short stitch or 
solid. ¢ 
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Useful Hints and Advice to Beginners. 


Designs which show dots or ovals may be worked solid or eyelets, ac- 
cording to one’s fancy.. For all household linen solid work is more durable, 
although fine pillow cases and slumber pillows are pretty worked open, e¢s- 
pecially if the pillow is made of colored material. 

Wallachian embroidery is greatly in demand, It is suitable for all 
kinds of heavy materials, and is used principally for sofa pillows} table 
covers, scarfs and portieres.. It is an.extremely attractive style of work 
to help in fitting up a den or library, and in the bedroom holds a place by 
decorating the bureau cover and counterpane. It is the most effective. work 
employed, works quickly and is satisfactory when finished. The designs 
have the petals and leaves divided and the stitch is simply a buttonhole, be- 
ginning at the point nearest the center and continuing all around. Many 
colors may be used in one design, each form embroidered in a separate color. 
Rope silk, cable cord, and heavy linen floss are the threads often selected, 
and the materials used are Russian crash, Bulgarian, and art linens. 

Shadow work is veryesimple and pretty, and attracts many who do not 
have time for French or eyelet embroidery. It is often used on Persian 
lawn, batiste or organdie waists, baby clothes, slumber pillows and: pin 


‘cushions. With little time one could make a very dainty bedroom or 
_mursery set, using a favorite color underneath; or an artistic set could be 


developed by working a floral design in pale colors and placing it over a 
white background. In shadow work, fagoting, herringbone or cross stitch 
should be used on the wrong side, taking very close, even stitches directly 
on the stamping. To carry out the same idea the stems should be worked 
on the right side in a back stitch, althongh many prefer the stems in the 
regular outline stitch. Centers of flowers are eyelets or French knots. A 
firm round cotton thread is best for this work. ,

Im 1008 this everage rate per capita had 
been $16.11; but it had jumped 62 cents, 68 
cents, and 45 cents until in 1906 the per capita 
average stood at $17.81, largely from general 
property taxation. In the larger cities of 
the country the revenues from liquor licenses 
were largest at 0.6 per cent, as against 7.4 
in the smaller cities. Chicago, forthe year 
under consideration, recefved $8,717,904 from 
its liquor licenses. 

That avérage citizen of Chicago who is 
credited by the treasury at 
Washington with a’ per capita circulation 
of $85.04 available to him somehow would 
have only §1.77 left after paying his per 
capita indebtedness chargeable water the 
city government. 

Every man, woman, and child resident of 
Chicago is poteatiaily in debt es resident 
to the extent of just $88.27. His property 
won't be attached [f he attempts to move out. 
Tt is recognized that he personally may have 
hed nothng whatever to say in the assump- 
tion of the city’s total debt of $68,172,700. But 
if he remains ip Chicago it will be expected 
of him that he lend a hand at raising the 
interest on this amount one way or an- 
other. . 

As a matter of fact, however, he ecarcely 
could move into another city of the first 
Glass and find so small a burdenocf debt upon 
his citizenship. New York's per capita debt 
is $176.52.; Boston has a debt of $168.42 on 
each inhabitant, while Cincinnati hae im- 
posed $129.80 per capita..
